Guffey reported as he walked

come up.” 

Connally said attempts were be- 
ang made to communicate with 
two absent members, Senators 
Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, and 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, either 
of whom could break the tie. Both 
were reported in New York City. 

Connally said their proxy vote 
would be recorded if they could 
be reached in “a reasonable time.” 

No effort will be made, he said, 
to obtain a proxy from Senator 
Glass (Dem.), West Virginia, an- 
other absentee who has been ill 
for months. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
challenged Guffey’s right to 
chafige his vote. 

Four members of the committee 
sought to put the group on record 
as “not satisfied” with the nomi- 
nations, and as asking the Presi- 
dent to reconsider them. 

The committee, however, swiftly 
struck down the resolution by a 
vote of 12 to 4. It was supported 
only by its authors, Senators Pep- 
per (Dem.), Louisiana, LaFollette

FOUND DEAD IN HOME 


Farewell Asks Man ‘How 
Could You Fake Such 
Great Love?’ 


BEVERLY HILLS, Cal., Dec. 14

in her bed today, . apparently 
police said, from a deliberate over- 
dose of sleeping’ tablets. Two 
notes which indicated the actress 
planned to take her life were 


found in her bedroom. 

Capt. W. W. White, of Beverly 
Hills police, who was summoned 
to the Velez home by Mrs. Beulah 
Kinder, the actress’ secretary, re- 
ported to the Coroner that Miss 
Velez apparently had taken her 
own life. 

A note, addressed to Mrs. Kiri- 
der, which White released, said: 

“My faithful friend, you and 
only you know the facts for the 
reason I am taking my life. May 
God forgive me and don’t think 
bad of me. I love you many. Take 
care of your mother so goodbye 
and try to forgive me. Say good- 
bye to all my friends and the 
American Press ee were always 
so nice to me, upe. 

Panes bote which White said 
was found near Miss Velez’ body 
was addressed to a man, It said: 

“May God forgive you and for- 
give me, too. But I prefer to take 
my life away and our baby’s be- 
fore I bring him such shame or 
killing him. How could you fake 
such great love for me and our 
baby when all the time you didn’t 
want us. I see no other way out 
for me, so goodbye and good luck 
to you. Love, Lupe.” 

Dr. Edward Gourson, who was 
called to Miss Velez’s home by 
Capt. White, said death presum- 
ably was due to an overdose of 
sleeping tablets. 

Los Angeles County Coroner 
Frank Nance announced an au- 
topsy would be held to determine 
the cause of death. 

Police and physicians said that 
when they arrived at Miss Velez’s 
opulently-furnished home _ they 
found her clothed in blue silk 
pajamas. She lay on ai silk- 
sheeted bed, her long black hair 
tumbled loosely over the satin pil- 
low slip. Her features were com- 
posed and she appeared ag though 
in a deep sleep. 

Miss Velez was known for her 
tempestuousness on and off the 
screen. Her Jatest romance, with 
Harold’ Ramond, French actor, 
was broken off last week. A short 
time before she had announced 
she planned to marry him soon 
“because he is the only one who 
knows.how to handle Lupe.” She 
formerly was married to Johnny 
(Tarzan) Weismuller. 

When she split with Ramond 
she said: “I like my dogs—Chip 
and Chops—much better. I’m tak- 
ing them to New York next Sat- 
urday.”

UNRRA IN GREECE 
QUITS “MILITARY 


LIAISON TILL END 
OF CIVIL STRIFE 


Impossible Under Situa- 


tion to Feed Population 


Within Warring Lines 
— Fighting Flares 
Again in Athens.

ATHENS, Dec. 14.—The United 
Nations Rehabilitation and Relief 
Administration has parted com- 
pany with the “military lNaison” 
for the duration of the Greek civil 
war, it was learned today. 

UNRRA’s chairman for Greece, 
Laird Archer, former director of 
the Near East Foundation, is 
known to have long been dissatis- 
fied with the situation under 
which it was impossible to feed 
populations within warring lines. 
It was impossible here because the 
UNRRA, being subordinated to 
the “military liaison” headed by 
Lt. Gen. Ronald M. Scobie, found 
itself inevitably dovetailed into the 
Greek civil war. 

Statement by UNRRA. 

The UNRRA statement reads in 
part: “We feel obliged to disas- 
sociate ourselves from the Allied 
force headquarters”. because, un- 
der the circumstances, they found 
themselves “in unavoidable asso- 
ciation with an organization of 
force and discrimination.”

lation, they could not remain in- 


tact indefinitely, even though the’ 


republicans wished to avoid any 
looting. 

Since the food is mainly Amer- 
ican in origin and paid for by the 
Unitéd States, the E. L. A. §& men 
said, they considered that they had 
the same rights to it as the be- 
leaguered Athenian garrison al- 
ready using it.

The 
first raid was the initial operation 
of the B-29s on June 5, and the 
second attack was on Nov. 27. 
Rangoon was bombed on Nov. 3. 

The Tokyo radio said 11 Super- 
fortresses carried out the Ran- 
goon attack, and asserted that five 
were shot down by antiaircraft 
fire “within a few seconds” and 
the others driven off without 
caus damage. 

Nagoya Raid Report. 

The Twentieth Air Force com- 
munique also disclosed that one 
Superfortress is missing and ap- 
parently lost from yesterday's 
smashing attack on the Japanese 
industrial center of Nagoya by 


Saipan-based B-29s. 

The communique said “many 
bomb hits,” including direct hits 
on the great Mitsubishi aircraft 
plant, were scored at Nagoya, and 
large fires left burning. 


Tokyo reported a single Amer- 
ican Superfortress over Tokyo 
about 3 a. m. today (Japanese 
time). The plane “fled toward 
the high seas in a southerly di- 
rection without accomplishing any- 
thing,” the broadcast said. 

The Tokyo radio conceded that 
the B-29 raids are “becoming 
serious.” 

Possibility that the East and 
West raids on Japan may be im- 
plemented by B-29 blows from 
Aleutian bases was raised by a 
statement of an Air Forces spokes- 
man that existing Aleutian bases 
west of Umnak can accommodate 
“the largest aircraft we have.”

U. 5. CRUSHES NAZI 
EFFORT 1 SET UP 
GREENLAND BASES 


Enemy Ship, Crew Taken 
by Coast Guard in 4.- 
Month-Long Action in 
Arctic. Area. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP) — 
Four Coast Guard cutters,: operat- 
ing in. ice-packed Arctic waters, 
have smashed a “determined Nazi 
effort” to establish fortified bases 
in Greenland, the Navy announced 
today, 

The Navy said one German 
armed trawler was sunk, another 
captured, a third was found aban- 
doned; 60 prisoners were taken 
and a radio station was captured 
and destroyed. 

In addition, a German bomber 
attack was beaten off in the series 
of actions which occurred be- 
tween July and late October, 

Three of the Coast Guard cut- 


ters were damaged by crushing 
icepacks, One, the Northwind, had 
to be towed 3000 miles for repairs. 
The climax of the battle through 
ice floes and along frozen shores 
came Oct. 16 when the cutters 
Eastwind and Southwind captured 
the German armed trawler Extern- 
Ssteine and its 20-man crew. 


Capture of Radio Station, 


Twelve days before that engage- 
ment, the Eastwind, skippered by 
Capt. Charles W. Thomas,’ Long 
Beach, Cal., task force commander, 
had landed two platoons of sailors 
on little Koldewey Island, 800 
miles from the North Pole, 

These landing parties, in a pre- 
dawn attack, captured a Nazi ra- 
dio and weather station with its 
three officers and nine enlisted 
men and large quantities of scien- 
tific and weather equipment. 


Apparently, the Navy said, three 
separate expeditions had been sent 
to Greenland by the Germans. One 
was captured by the cutter North- 
land, commanded by Lt. Comadr. 
R. W. Butcher, Jamaica Plain, 
Mass., on Sept. 1, after a 70-mile 
chase through the ice floes. The 
chase ended in the scuttling of a 
German armed trawler when the 
Nazi craft was blocked by ice. 

The crew of eight officers, head- 
ed by a full commander, and 20 
enlisted men left the craft in life- 
boats and were taken prisoner. 

The cutter Storis beat off a Nazi 
bombing attack while the North- 
land was pursuing the enemy 
trawler. A twin-motored bomber 
sped in on.the Storis, but just as 
it came within antiairoraft gun 
range it veered off, apparently un- 
willing to do battle with the little 
Coastguard craft. 

Both Coast Guard and Army 
planes, the Navy said, participated 
in the series of actions, providing 
aircover for the cutters and ajd- 
ing in reconnaisance. 


Several] Land Battles. 


Several land actions came dur- 
ing the series of engagements. 
Among them was the landing of a 
party of Army and Coast Guards- 
men on Shannon Island under 
command of Lt. Philip 8S. Pepe, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Halted by bad weather, they re- 
quired reinforcements before 
reaching a fortified Nazi base. 
Then when they did arrive, the 
Nazis had fled. Instruments were 
smashed, but a large stock of gas- 
oline, food and ammunition was 
found in ice caves. 

The abandoned trawler was lo- 
cated by the Northland while mov-

23,000 PLANES HAVE BEEN PUT 
ON SURPLUS LIST; 6239 SOLD 


Largest Number Is Civilian Type 
Requisitioned by U. S.; Some 
“War-Weary” Craft. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
More than 23,000 planes have been 
declared surplus by the Army, 
Navy and other Government agen- 
cles. 

Announcing this today, W. L. 
Clayton, surplus property adminis- 
trator, said 6239 had been sold as 


of Dec. 1. Of these the largest 
proportion was light civilian type 
aircraft requisitioned after Pearl 
Harbor for use as trainers. 

Some “war-weary” aircraft also 
have been declared surplus, These 
are mostly obsolete fighters and 
bombers which have outlived their 
Military usefulness and are beyond 
economic repair. Since few com- 
bat planes are adaptable to com- 
mercial use, most of them will be 
set aside unti] after the war or 
until man power is available to 
salvage and scrap them. 


WARD EXECUTIVES DECLINE 
TO APPEAR AT WLB HEARING

WAR EXPENSES AT '44 LOW 


November Expenditures Reported 
as $7,095,000,000. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
November war expenditures 
dropped to a new low for 1944. 

The War Production Board to- 
day reported that the November 
expenditures amounted to $7,095,- 
000,000, a decrease of 352 millions, 
or 4.7 per cent from October, This 
country spent $236,700,000,000 for 
War purposes between July 1, 1940, 
and Nov. 30, 1944. 


SOUVENIR MAY BE BOOBY TRAP 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP), — 
Souvenir shells, grenades and 
other projectiles sent home from 
battlefields may be enemy booby 
traps, the Navy warned today in 
listing a series of explosions in- 
volving supposed duds.

Navy Rise in Casualties Is 
1291—_-Combined Total 
for American Forces 


Now 562,368. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
Army casualties for all theaters 
now total 483,957. 

Secretary of War Stimson an- 
nounced this figure today, and said 
it represents casualties reported 
through Nov. 28. This was an in- 
crease of 9059, including 1510 
killed, for a one-week period be- 
tween Nov. 22 and 28, the second 
week of the current offensive on 


the Western Front. 

Casualties for all branches of 
the armed forces—Army, Navy, 
Coast Guard and Marines—now 
stand at 562,368, including 122,164 
dead. The latest Navy report an- 
nounces 78,411 casualties, an in- 
crease of 1291, including 291 
killed, from the previous week. 

The Army totals, together with 
those of a week ago, follow: 
Killed, 92,135 and 91,625; wounded, 
272,351 and 268,099; missing, 62,786 
and 658,926; prisoners, 56,685 and 
56,248. 

The Navy casualties: Killed, 30,- 
029 and 29,738; wounded, 34,503 
and. 33,469; missing, 9493 and 9427; 
prisoners, 4486, unchanged. 

Casualties among - American 
ground forces in Italy increased 
16,255 between Sept. 25 and Dec. 9. 

Stimson said that from the time 
of the landing at Salerno in Sep- 
tember, 1943, through last Dec. 8, 
a total of 98,366 casualties had 
been reported. Of the total, 18,- 
898 were killed, 67,194 wounded 
and 12,274 are missing. As of Sept. 
25, the list had reported 15,889 
killed, 56,178 wounded and 10,044 
missing. 

Stimson said Allied armies on 
the Western front were now in 
position to “jump off upon most 
important German industrial re- 
gions,” 

He qualified this statement, 
hqwever, with the comment that

PARIS, Dec. 14 (AP).— The 
American First and Ninth Armies 
now hold a 14-mile stretch along 
the flooded Roer River from Lin- 
nich to a point 2500 yards north- 
west of besieged Duren, it was an-

This placed the Americans with- 
in 20% miles of Cologne, their 
nearest approach, at a point down- 
stream from Duren. : 

Thirteen miles to the southwest, 
other units of the First Army, con- 
tinuing a drive begun yesterday 
with a two-mile advance east of 
Rotgen, gained another mile today 
and captured the village of Kester- 
nich, one and a half miles west of 
the Roer. 

Fighting Across Roer. 

Still farther south, two inactive 
divisions of the First 4rmy which 
had long held positions across the 
upper Roer, struck out along both 
banks of the stream and advanced 
to points four miles southeast of 
Monschau. 

The two newty active divisions, 
which were not identified, were 
the only American units across the 
Roer, but the fighting was in the 
northern spurs of the Eifel Moun- 
tain range, in such difficult ter- 
rain that 2 flanking advance 
northward behind the river to- 
ward Duren woulZ be a herculean 
achievement.

today with a statement that Wash- 
ington is pleased with the new 


Italian Government. 

The statement said the United 
States and British ambassadors in 
Rome have been conferring closely 
of late, indicating that at least the 
matter of consultations which dis- 
turbed the Allied capitals last week 
has been cleared up. 

Text of the statement: 

“The United States and British 
ambassadors in Rome have been 
in close contact during the recent 
developments in Italy. (United 
States) Ambassador Alexander C., 
Kirk has kept the department 
carefully informed. He ,reports 
that the new Government of Italy 
is supported by a majority of the 
political parties comprising the 
Committee of National Liberation, 
and thus maintains a representa- 
tive character, This Government, 
in accord with the British Gov- 
ernment, is happy to see the new 
Italian Government under Signor 
Ivanoe Bonomi, take office.” 


British Statement. 

Simultaneously, the British In- 
formation Services made public 
this statement which it said had 
been issued by the British Foreign 
Office in London: 

“During: the recent Italian po- 
litical crisif leading up to the 
formation of a new: Government 
under Signor Bonomi, the British 
and United States ambassadors in 
Rome have kept in close consulta- 
tion, The reports of the two am- 
bassadors having been considered 
satisfactory by their respective 
governments, His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment and the United States 
Government, whose views are in 
agreement, have now informed 
their respective ambassadors that 
they welcome the. representative 
character of the new Government 
and ar glad to see it assume of- 
fice.” 

Bonomi formed his cabinet last 
week with four of the six parties 
in the Committee of National] Lib- 
eration. Socialists and Actionists 
refused to join, 

The cabinet was formed after 
Britain had expressed firm disap- 
proval over the designation of 
Count Carlo Sforza as Prime Min- 
ister or Foreign Minister and 
Sforza resigned from the Govern- 
ment, 

The British action was taken 
without informing Washington be- 
forehand. Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius countered with a blunt state- 
ment proclaiming American disap- 
proval of the British method in 
dealing with the Italians and de- 
claring the American policy is to 
allow people throughout liberated 
Europe to choose their own gov- 
ernments. 


EIGHTH ARMY BROADENS

LIITELL CHARGES 
BIDDLE LIED ABOUT 
REASON FOR FIRING 


Says Attorney General 
‘Bombarded White 
House Every Day’ to 
Get Him Ousted. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP).~ 
Norman Littell, former Assistant 
United States Attorney General 
dismissed recently by President 
Roosevelt for “insubordination,” 
charged yesterday that Attorney 
General Francis Biddle “lied when 
he said my testimony before Con- 
gress had nothing to do with my 
discharge.” 

At a press conference, Littell de- 
Clared Roosevelt “could not pos- 
sibly know the details” of his con- 
troversy with Biddle and said the 
Attorney General “bombarded the 


White House every day” tn his at- 
tempts to bring about the dismis- 
sal. 


Biddle, in Washington, declined 
to comment, 
Contending Congress was “en- 
titled to a full and frank dis- 
closure of the facts” in all its in- 
vestigations, Littell said the pub- 
licity attending his testimony “was 
of the greatest value to the Gov- 
ernment.” 

The testimony to which he re- 
ferred, he said, concetned the Elk 
Hill naval petroleum reserve con- 
tract between the Navy Depart- 
ment and the Standard Oil Co. of 
California, return of the Breakers 
Hotel at Palm Beach, Fla., from 
the Army to private owners, and 
disposa] of surplus goods, 

Littell said his testimony was 
responsible for scrapping of the 
original Elk Hills contract and its 
replacement by another, adding: 
“It wags definitely in the public in- 
terest to expose that (original) 
contract in every detail,” 

Littell told reporters the ques- 
tion of “whether I am being dis- 
ciplined for testifying fully and 
frankly” was only one phase of his 
controversy with Biddle, the other 
being the Corcoran case. 

In connection with the latter, he 
accused Biddle of having made 
statements containing “improvisa- 
tions and extreme inaccuracies” 
and said he planned to tell his 
story of the case to the Mead War 
Investigating Committee in the 
Senate in the near future. 


JAP LOSSES IN ORMOC AREA 
‘EXTRAORDINARILY HEAVY’ 


Foe Reported Disorganized, Fleeing Into 
Hills — Three-Ship Reinforcement 
Group Sunk Off Coast. 


GEN, MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Dec. 14 
(AP).—Great numbers of Japa- 
nese are being killed in the moun- 
tains east of captured Ormoc as 
the Americans on Leyte put the 
pressure on the south end of a 
trap in the Ormoc corridor, head- 
quarters reported today. 

Other enemy troops drowned 
Tuesday night in a strange at-\ 
tempt to send three small freight- 
ers, loaded with soldiers, into Or- 
moc, The Japanese evidently 
were unaware the port on Leyte’s 
west coast was. in American 
hands. Shore fire sent all three 
to the bottom. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur seid 
enemy losses on the ground were 
“extraordinarily heavy” as Sev- 
enth Division Yanks, who helped 
take Ormoc on Sunday, pursued 
scattered Japanese “fighting des- 
perately to free themselves over 
the mountain trails.” 

Americans of the Seventy- 
seventh Division regrouped at Or- 
moc and sent patrols north to de- 
termine enemy strength to the 
rear of the Yamashita line, while 
Thirty-second Division forces, 
which have been battling the 
weather as well as stubborn Jap- 
anese for ,weeks, maintained 
frontal pressure from the north. 


Thousands of crack Japanese 
troops are in the corridor, de- 
prived of their principal reinforce- 
ment port of Ormoc, Their sup- 
plies now must come over a 
treacherous road from Palompon, 
a secondary seaport at beat, 

(National Broadcasting Co. Cor- 
respondent George Folster, broad- 
casting from Leyte, said Japanese 
ground forces on the island are 
“completely disorganized; they are 
scattering in all directions, have 
lost contact with their leaders, 
and this is the beginning of the 
end for the Emperor’s forces here 
in the Ormoc valley.’’) 

For the third successive day 
American planes struck at oil in- 
stallations on Borneo. Refinery 
buildings, six large oil tanks and 
two reservoirs were set ablaze by 
fighters at Tarakan. Waterfront 
installations at Sandakan were ef- 
fectively bombed by patrol planes, 
and five coastal vessels were sunk 
or damaged.

SOVIET BIG GUNS. 
SHELL BUDAPEST'S 
1 OSEST SUBURBS 


Ujpest on North, Kispet 
on East Under Fire — 
Tanks Battle Forward 
Yard by Yard.

MOSCOW, Dec. 14 (AP).—Ruse- 
sian siege guns laid down a heavy 
barrage on Budapest’s closest sub- 
urbs today as Soviet armored col- 
umns fought forward yard ‘ey 
yard, seven miles north and 10 
miles east of the Hungarian cap- 
ital. 

Shells were fired into Ujpest and 
Rakospalota, north of the city/ and 
the big suburb of Kispet, east of 
Budapest, from positions gained 
with the capture of two strong- 
holds on the heavily fortified ap- 
proaches to Pest, the part of the 
capital on the east banks of the 
Danube. 


The midnight Soviet communtl- 
que announced the capture of the 
strong points of Kisalag, north- 
east of Budapest, and Isaszeg, due 
east, in the stepped-up drive by 
Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukrainian Army. 


Some of the sharpest air clashes 
since Sevastopol were reported 
iaking place as the Luftwaffe 
sought to check the fire of the 
Soviet big guns with constant 
bombings. 

As the Reds pressed tne attack 
closer to Budapest other Soviet 
forces struggled for a better foot- 
hold for the campaign westward 
towards Bratislava and Austria, 
the Government newspaper Izves- 
tia said. 

“After Budapest, the fate of 
Vienna will be decided,” it as- 
serted. “The war is on Austria's 
threshold.” 

The Soviet command announced 
the capture of seven towns yes- 
terday in the fighting arc around 
the captured rai} junction of Hat- 
van, One of the places was Szur- 
dokpuspoki, 12 miles north of that 
city and on the rail line leading 
north to Losonc in Slovakia. 

The Russians also took 12 towns 
along the Slovakia frontier, north 
of Miskolc, in the drive aimed at 
the eastern Slovakia communica- 
tions stronghold of Kassa (Ko- 
sice). With the capture of Abod 
in this sector the Reds were only 
17 miles south of Szepsi (Mol- 
dava), a three-way road junction 
on the Bodva River, 13 miles

TOP BUT SALES 
OF E BONDS LAG 


Total $165,979,500—Pur- 
chases in Series for 
Individuals, $1 3,3 4 2,- 
794, or 50.7 Pct. of Goal. 


St. Louls and St. Louis County 
both have gone over the top in 
the Sixth War Loan Drive, with a 
total of $165,979,500 in pledges and 
purchases, exceeding the $156,081,- 
000 quota by $9,898,500, James P. 
Hickok, metropolitan campaign 
chairman, said today. The drive 
officially ends Saturday. 

Hickok added, however, that the 
sales of E bonds to individuals 
now stand at $13,142,794, or 50.7 
per cent of the quota of $25,917,400, 
and the campaign will continue to 
the end of the month on these. 

Drive leaders, who have been 


keeping account of pledges and 
large purchases that they knew 
were in the process of clearing 
through the Federal Reserve 
Bank, were certain about 10 days 
ago that the goal had been 
reached, Hickok said, but followed 
the campaign policy of including 
no purchases in the total until 
after the bonds had _ cleared 
through the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

“After the first week of the 
drive,” he said, “it was quite ap- 
parent that our over-all goal would 
be reached, and for that reason 
major emphasis has been placed 
almost from the first on E bond 
sales. That emphasis will be con- 
tinued until the end of the month. 
Even before that time, I am con- 
fident, we can reach our E bond 
goal if everybody turns in a good 
hard selling job and St. Louisans 
respond, as I am sure they will.” 

Charles A. Shaw, chairman of 
the St. Louis County division, said 
his workers had sold $8,007,000 of 
all types of bonds, or $508,000 over 
its quota of $7,499,000. E "bond 
sales in the county totaled $1,200.- 
000 on a $2,762,100 quota, and this 
campaign will be continued with 
that of the city divisions. The 
county totals are included in St. 
Louis reports. 

The E bond reports, Hickok said, 
are not as discouraging as they 
seem, since clearances through the 
Federal Reserve Bank run as 
much as two weeks behind the 
sales. 

“That means there are many 
millions of sales yet in the proc- 
ess,” he said, “which we cannot 
count as of today. We also expect 
a revival of. enthusiasm among so- 
licitors in industrial plants.” 

A meeting of 179 industria] plant 
keymen was held yesterday at the 
eat Statler, at which Hickok, 

ufus R. Clabaugh, industrial 
chairman, and Mayor Aloys P: 
Kaufmann appealed for “emergen- 
cy measures” to reach or exceed 
achievements of the Fifth War, 
Loan Drive. 

“In that drive,” said Clabaugh, 
“some 16 million dollars in Series 
E bonds came in after the closing 
date of the drive as a result of 
continued intensive work. If we 
do the same kind of a job this 
time, I see no reason why we can't 
expect the same result.” 

The announcement that St. Louis 
had passed its goal in the over-all 
drive came after several days of 
heavy clearances through the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, which raised 
the percentages of quota as much 
as 10 points in a single 24-hour 
period.

DIME TOP CARRY-OUT PRICE 
ON STANDARD LOCAL BEER 


A new pricing method for carry- 
out sales of bottled beer issued 
by the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration will establish a ceiling 
price in St. Louis of 10 cents a 
bottle on local popular brands, 
the St. Louis OPA office said to- 
day. The new order does not ap- 
ply to beer served where sold. 

Prices on carry-out bottled beer 
have varied greatly because of the 
OPA's “freeze” order which limit- 
ed wholesale and retail prices to 
March, 1942, levels plus tax in- 
creases in November, 1942, and 
April, 1944. The new order, the 
OPA pointed out, is designed to 
make price control more effective 
by allowing wholesalers a 23 per 
cent markup and retailers a 35 
per cent markup. 

Popular brands of out-of-town 
beer, however, probably will sell 
for slightly more than the 10-cent 
ceiling on local brands because 
wholesalers and retailers are al- 
lowed to add freight and delivery 
charges to their net cost before 
figuring their markups, the OPA 
said. How the new order will ef- 
fect the price of “premium” 
brands has not been determined 
here, the OPA added.

: S Butkus, who said she was standing 


between the two men when Propes 
walked from the kitchen with an 
automatic in his hand. “I could 
tell by the look in his eye,” she 
said, “that something was going 
to happen, so I ran.” 

Other witnesses, including Mrs. 
May Propes, the club owner's wife; 
William (Sweeney) Lang, a patron 
of the club; Evelyn Bennett, a 
cook at the establishment, and 
Roy Daugherty, a friend of Roy 
Armes, told the jury that after 
Propes shot Armes, the gangster 
drew a revolver from a pocket and 
fired six bullets at Propes. Be- 
fore Armes collapsed unconscious 
on the floor behind the bar, they 
testified, he took the empty shells 
from his revolver and attempted 
to reload it. 

Police Chief W. W. Parker said 
empty shells were found scattered 
over the floor where Armes had 
fallen, but only one revolver was 
found and police belleve it be- 
longed to Armes, The pistol Propes 
is believed to have used, Parker 
said, has not been discovered. 

The Coroner’s jury found that 
Propes died from bullet wounds 
inflicted by Armes or other per- 
sons unknown to the jury. Coro- 
ner L. W. Gasaway said evidence 
at the inquest showed that Propes 
suffered nine bullet wounds, 
though Armes apparently had only 
one revolver. The possibility that 
Propes could* have been shot by 
an associate of Armes, or his body- 
guard, still figures in the investi- 
gation of the case. 


Blackie Armes, who served a 


sentence in the Federal Peniten-| 


tiary at Alcatraz on a charge of 
attacking a prohibition agent, was 
a former member of the Shelton 
gang in East St. Louis. He par- 
ticipated in the Berger-Shelton 
gang shootings in the 1920s, but 
broke with the gang after he was 
released from prison in 1940.

|carry on a total highway con- 
struction program of 90 to 100 
million dollars in the first four 
postwar years, after material pri- 
orities and other wartime restric- 
tions are removed, and if pending 
Federal-did legislation is passed 
by Congress, Chief State High- 
way Engineer Carl W. Brown said 
today. 

This forecast was predicted on 
an estimate by Brown that 45 to 
50 million dollars in Federal high- 
way aid would be made available 
to Missouri in the first three post- 
war years, under the pending leg- 
islation, to be matched by State 
funds on a dollar-for-dollar basis. 

These funds in a three-year pe- 
riod actually would mean a con- 
structior program of about four 
years, Brown said, because of an- 
— carryover of incompleted 
construction contracts. 

Brown said the Highway De- 
| partment now has plans com- 
pleted for about 10 million dollars 
in construction work, which could 
be put under contract at once if 
i|restrictions were lifted, that an 
additional five million dollars’ 
worth is about ready, except for 
acquisition of right-of-way, and 
that surveys and  ~plans_ for 
another 15 million dollars of con- 
struction are under way and could 
be completed in a few months, if 
necessary, 

In First Postwar Year. 

He said that when Federal aid 
becomes available, and wartime 
barriers are removed, the State 
probably could place a construc- 
tion program of 25 to 28 million 
dollars .under contract for the 
first postwar year. 

The pending legislation in Con- 
| gress, now in a House-Senate con- 
‘ference committee, would author- 
ize the appropriation of 500 mil- 
lion dollars of Federal aid a year 
for the various states, for a period 
of three years, a total of a billion 
and a half, Brown said. This is 
not an appropriation bill, but leg- 
islation to enable the states to 
do their higl.way planning in an- 
ticipation of federal appropria- 
tions to be made later, he said. It 
is, in effect, a “promise to pay,” 
he explained. 

Missouri will have about 13 
million dollars of State highway 
funds by the end of this year, 
which would be available toward 
matching Federal funds for the 


first year, Brown sald, Lifting of 
restrictions on gasoline and gale 
of automobiles would place the 
State’s basic highway revenues 
from gasoline’ taxes and automo- 
bile licenses at a level adequate 
to match anticipated Federal 
— in subsequent years, Brown 
said. 


The Federal aid legislation, in 
its present form, would divide the 
authorized 500 million dollars a 
year for the _ various states, 
Brown said, as follows: 125 mil- 
lions for construction in urban 
areas, including cities and towns 
of more than 5000 population; 225 
millions for the Federal-aid sys- 
tem, which in Missouri is equiva- 
lent to the State highway system, 
and 150 millions for rural supple- 
mentary or feeder roads. 

Outer. Belts Near Cities. 

Missouri construction for which 
plans are completed, or in prog- 
ress, Brown said, includes’ im- 
provement of the present system, 
relocations, widening, division of 
lanes, realignments, cutoffs, by- 
pass roads, outer belts near cities, 
access roads and construction of 
supplementary roads. It covers 
general improvement and modern- 
ization of the State system, he 
said, with no unusually large sin- 
gle projects. 

The present State highway sys- 
tem in Missouri totals about 16,000 
miles, including about 8000 miles 
of primary and secondary high- 
ways and about 8000 miles of sup- 
plementary or feeder roads. 


Adoption of the proposed new 
Missouri Constitution in a special 
election Feb. 27 will facilitate 
highway constructionin the State, 
it was said. Present highway laws 
prohibit the department from con- 
structing highways through towns 
of more than 2500 population. Pro- 
visions of the new Constitution 
would broaden the authority of 
the State Highway Commission 
and permit the expenditure of 
State funds on State highway 
routes through any city or town. 

No estimate has been made of 
the probable employment the 
proposed program would provide 
under postwar conditions. Esti- 
mates by the department in the 
past, based on construction ex- 
perience in 1942, placed the aver- 
age man-hours of employment at 
333 for each $1000 of construction, 
or 333,000 man-hours for each 
million dollars, Brown said, These 
figures probably would be altered 
by postwar wage and hour con- 
ditions.

156 Unloaders Vote to 
Resume Work After 
Walkout Throws 1200 
Off Jobs. 


A walkout of 156 Negro material 
unloaders at the Chevrolet Divi- 
sion of General Motors Corpora- 
tion, 3809 Union boulevard, was 
scheduled to end tomorrow after 
striking workers conferred today 
with union officials and voted 
unanimously to return to their 
jobs. The dispute, which held up

Foster Dulles, noted lawyer and 
foreign affairs expert, remembered 
one statement which he said was 
made by Frank J. Boehm, then 
vice president of Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri, when the resigna- 
tions of Boehm and President 


Louis H. Egan were being sought 
in 1939. Telling of his recollection 
of the incident in his deposition, 
taking of which ended here yester- 
day, Dulles said: 

“Mr. Boehm said that he was 


being framed; that, if as a result 


of the weak position which he felt 
the North American Co, was tak- 
ing, he was successfully framed, 
he would do his best to involve us 
also.” 

Dulles, senior member of Sulli- 
van & Cromwell, counsel for the 
North American Co., holding com- 
pany of Union Electric, earlier de- 
nied some of the allegations in 
Boehm’s $3,500,000 damage suit 
over loss of his job as a Union 
Electric vice president, and his im- 
prisonment for perjury in the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission 
investigation of the slush fund. 
Dulles said Boehm was not told 
that there would be “only corpo- 
rate consequences” if he resigned; 
that Boehm was not told ‘“‘correct- 
ing testimony” could be given to 
offset the perjury, and that he 
(Dulles) did not teil Boehm there 
could never be any diversity of in- 
terest between Boehm and North 
American, 

Boehm’s counsel asked Dulles 
various questions to determine 
whether he had any knowledge of 
improper political activities by 
various North American subsid- 
iaries. As this line of inquiry 
started, Dulles declared he knew 
nothing about any contribution by 
one of the _ subsidiaries, North 
American Power & Light Co., to 
the $250,000 fund for Frank L. 
Smith, Illinois senatorial candidate 


in 1926. 


At the time of the Smith epi- 
sode North American and the old 
Insull interests each had 46 2-3 
per cent of the North American 
Light & Power stock, but North 


'American acquired outright con- 


trol after the Insull collapse. 

Denies Promises to Boehm. 

Dulles denied telling Boehm 
that, if Boehm was prosecuted, 
North American would furnish 
him with counsel, and denied that 
Boehm and Louis H. Egan, who 
was Union Electric’s president, 
had been told they would be 
“taken care of” with adequate

(By Wireless).—A trip back to the 
Stgtes is the doughbo notion 
of paradise raised to” the Nth 
power, but a Missour! hero, Sgt. 
John R. Morton of Boonville, 25- 
year-old reincarnation of the 
Leatherstocking and winner of 
one of the three Distinguished 
Service Crosses awarded in Maj. 
Gen. Robert W. Grow’'s’ Sixth 
Armored Division since its arrival 
in France, balked like the famous 
quadruped of his native state 
when informed he had been 
chosen to be in the first contin- 
gent to enjoy the privilege of a 
month’s furlough. at home, plus 
travel time to and from. 

He asked for a night to sleep 
on the proposal and accepted it 
the next morning only after his 
commanding officer pledged his 
solemn oath that Morton would 
not be kept at home for more 
than 30 days; would be returned 
faithfully to his present outfit, 
the 23lst Battalion, Armored Field 
Artillery; and that no one would 
take advantage of his absence 
to transfer him to some other 
unit. 

Sgt. Morton’s Exploit. 

Sgt. Morton is a modern young 
backwoodsman, trained in fire- 
arms since childhood and able to 
hit a squirrel’s eye at the top of 
the tallest tree. He won the DSC 
during the legendary drive on 
Brest. In one crowded morning 
hour he beat the enemy to the 
draw with his carbine and tommy 
gun and killed singlehanded his 
quota of Nazia, which has towered 
with every narration of the ex- 
ploit. The figure stated in the 
official citation is 26. When inter- 
viewed by the writer several 
weeks ago, Morton could recall 
only 14, but he added, conscienti- 
ously, that there might have been 
two or three more. 

Among other Missourians in the 
‘divisions’s initial complement of 
five officers and 60 enlisted men 
selected for home furlough and 
now en route to America are: Cpl. 
Heram B. Grimes, St. Louis; Staff 
Set. Clem E. Arens, Montrose; and 
Set. Earl M. (Smiley) MacFarland, 
Mexico. (An Associated Press dis- 
patch Tuesday also listed Pvt. 
Charles A. Schuster of St. Louis 
and Sgt. Paul E. Frye of East Al- 
ton, lll, as among Third Army 
men granted home leaves.) 

Not Letting Boys Down. 

Before agreeing to the trip all 
insisted on being assured that 
their departure would not be taken 
as “letting the boys down.” Their 
attitude was praised by officers as 
reflecting the high esprit de corps 
of the division in general and of 
the Missouri elements in partic- 
ular. 

The 23lst and the 128th Battal- 
ions were originally created by 
splitting the old 128th Field Artil- 
lery Regiment of the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, including Battery A, 
St. Louis.

Set. Arens won the Bronze Star 
through his initiative at a forward 
observation post during the bomb- 
bardment of Jalincourt (in the 
Metz area) prior to the division’s 
recent thrust from the Seille river 
to the Saar river and the German 
border. No officer was present, 
but Arens took responsibility, 
sending back data which enabled 
the artillery to put effective fire 
on an enemy battery.

Although Duffus does 
not name the Missouri Valley as 
an inviting place for the next ex- 
tension of the TVA experiment, 
the fact that an MVA for the Mis- 
sour] Valley has been so recently 
debated in the Senate calls for 
comparison of the possibilities of 
the two areas, 


Worth Trying Elsewhere. 


“Another TVA experiment in a 
different sort of area would be 
worth trying,” Duffus writes. “It 
might, indeed, be one of many 
projects for the profitable em- 
ployment of labor when the great- 
est demobilization in our history 
begins. Men who have fought for 
the future might like to build for 
agg 

There is an instinct of workman- 
ship in the TVA, Duffus writes. 
“It applies not only to dams and 
machines but to the uses of the 
land, to the things that grow upon 
the land, to the breeding of ani- 
mals, to the farmer’s barns, to his 
house and his wife’s kitchen. It 
applies to human lives, in family 
groups on the land and in neigh- 
bors getting together to labor, or 
eat or talk. 


“What is a region but a great 
neighborhood? What is the spirit 
in TVA that sometimes sets the 
pulse to beating like the sight of 
a fiag if it ia not the great thrill 
of neighborliness? Men do like to 
have their human relationships 
run smoothly.

“Probably no country has suf- 
fered more in the war than 
Greece.

Thousands of men, women and 
children perished, and in Athens 
people dropped dead of starva- 
tion. Some say that the genera- 
tion now growing up may never 
recover from the hardships and 
undernourishment of the last few 
years, After famine came execu- 
tions and terrible reprisals for the 
resistance of brave men who went 
on fighting in the hills, Whole 
villages were burned down. 
Women and old men were tor- 
tured. and thousands of innocent 
hostages were shot. But the 
Greeks never gave in. Thousands 
escaped to join the Greek Army, 
Navy and Air Force in the Middle 
East and to go on fighting. 


“In Greece itself, men and wom- 
en risked their lives to shelter 
and feed British soldiers left be- 
hind after the evacuation. In 
towns, workers organized strikes, 
the numbers of the guerrillas in 
the hills multiplied, and every- 
where bridges were blown up, 
roads were destroyed and the ene- 
my’s communications were cut. 
Resistance by the people contin- 
ued right down to the present. 
And brutality of the enemy too, 
has continued, with murders, exe- 
cution and destruction of peace- 
ful villages. 

“The Greeks never lost hope. 
They were always sure that the

ONTROVERSY stirred on both 
C sides of the Atlantic today over

“This is yet another example of 
unnamed United States officials 
criticising British policy in Eu- 
rope. The United States Govern- 
ment has been perfectly aware 
all along of the Churchill-Stalin 
Balkan agreements and has not 
opposed them.” 


Text of Bevin Talk. 


Bevin spoke from notes rather 
than a prepared text. The Labor 
Party’s official stenographic text: 

“The previous speaker asks why 
we did not get agreement between 
Great Britain, Russia and the 
United States. We did. 

“Russia undertook the main 
problem of Romania, We under- 
took the main problem of Greece 
in agreement between the two gov- 
ernments, and when the plan for 
dealing with Greece was worked 
out here by us it was taken to 
Quebec, submitted to the President 
of the United States and agreed 
and initialed.”

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A Cure for Cotton 


Cotton Senators will probably charge a 
broker's self-interest to William L. Clayton’s 
statement to the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee yesterday that we should remove sub- 
sidy props and let American cotton fall to the 
world price. So far as self-interest goes, how- 
ever, he could as easily have approved export 
subsidies. The choice he made, self-interest 
aside, is a courageous act of economic states- 
manship which adds confidence in his ability 
to be a good Assistarit Secretary of State. 

Cotton, long sick, faces a dismal postwar pe- 
riod—which provides the occasion for a House 
committee to hold hearings at the bedside. It 
is an old disease: over-production at home and 
world-wide. Recent doctoring has made the dis- 
ease worse. 

Our present policy is high prices via govern- 
mental subsidy. In consequence, rayon yarn, 
once many times more costly, is now as cheap 
as cotton. Superior for some uses, rayon has 
bitten deep into cotton and will bite deeper. 
Where does that leave cotton growers? 

Where the present policy leaves cotton manu- 
facturers is plain. It leaves them in a tight 
squeeze. The Atlanta Federal Reserve Bank, 
with an interest in both farming and manu- 
facturing, has just published a gloomily con- 
vincing opinion that our subsidy-caused high 
costs may drive the industry to Brazil, India and 
elsewhere. 

The flight is already on: between 1913 and 
1939, cotton spindles increased three million in 
the world but decreased seven million in the 
United States. Where will that trend leave 
American growers and mill workers? Where 
will it leave the farmers if—as some mills are 
threatening to do—the industry turns in self- 
defense to rayon manufacture? 

And because the artificially high prices still 
produce unmanageable surpluses, we have at last 
adopted a dangerous way to sell more cotton 
overseas. Within the last month, the Govern- 
ment has made ready to compensate growers 
of export cotton for the difference between 
the high domestic and the lower world price. 
This is dumping with a vengeance. And as the 
London Times reminded Americans the other 
day, export subsidies are economic warfare. 
They invite unpleasant retaliation. 

What to do? The Dallas News, in the leading 
cotton state, says that “cotton can survive only 
as it meets competition at a price consistent with 
its utility.” The Department of Agriculture 
committee on postwar programs calls for more 
intense efforts to cut production costs. Agree- 
ing so far, the Baltimore Sun adds the significant 
observation that the present subsidy works 
against lower costs and a more rational volume 
of production. All are right, and the Sun’s ad- 
dition is necessary. : ‘ 

Standing in the way of a cure, however, is the 
fact—admitted by everyone—that a precipitate 
withdrawal of price support would cause great 
economic disruption in the South. But Will 
Clayton offers a rational solution: Instead of 
supporting the price, instead of the crutch which 
does nothing to cure the disease, let's use the 
money, he suggests, to help change high-cost, 
“marginal” cotton farms over to other schemes 
of agriculture. With this competition removed, 
the low-cost, the efficient, the farmers with the 
flatter lands adaptable to mechanization, can 
then shift very comfortably for themselves. 

The proposal deserves a strong Amen chorus. 
Everyone who has looked into the subject urges 
greater diversification for the South—more live- 
stock and dairy products, more fruits and vege- 
tables, more grass and less soil erosion—and 
less cotton. Here is a way to speed the day to 
everyone’s profit, including the country’s. 

Let Congress, in spite of its commitment to 
support subsidy prices at least two years after 
the war, give heed and act accordingly. Two 
more years of the present ruinous dispensation 
might not leave much to save when cotton’s doc- 
tors convene again. ' 
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The County Courthouse Disgrace 


It is a familiar old story in St. Louis County» 


by this time, those grand jury reports which de- 
scribe the ancient Courthouse as unsafe, dilapi- 
dated, overcrowded, insanitary, in danger of a 
disastrous fire or of partial collapse. Another 
grand jury has just reported, and this one finds 
the ancient structure in such condition “as to 
be a disgrace even in medieval times.” In addi- 
tion, architects have described the building as 
structurally unsound, and civic-minded citizens 
have been urging for years that it be replaced. 

Four bond issue proposals have been defeated, 
so the grand jury denunciations will go on in- 
definitely, until the shabby old pile burns up 
or is blown over—unless the revived movement 
for a new Courthouse gets results. What better 
postwar project than this could be imagined for 
St. Louis County? Men will need jobs, the 
county needs a new Courthouse. The two needs 
should be combined to give this wealthy and 
populous area the kind of official building it de- 
serves. This is the time to make the plans, and 
the committee now working on the project de- 
serves every encouragement. 
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Have Some Misov Spannak? 

If any reader has been hunting far and wide 
for the recipe for turlu gujev, we are delighted 
to tell him, or her, where it can be found. Fur- 
thermore, if it’s the recipe for misov spannak 
that is wanted, or for misov sempoog, which 
some people prefer, or for haigagan kebab, or 
even for Victory garden dolmas, that informa- 
tion also is available.

The recipes for all those Armenian dishes and 
several more were placed in the Record last 
week by Representative Gearhart of California. 
They occupy the greater part of an article about 
George Mardikian, California restaurateur, of 
whom Mr. Gearhart seems to approve, for he 
refers to “this generous contributor to the 
greater happiness of mankind, my warm per- 
sonal friend and constituent, the matchless, the 
magnificent, the incomparable, the inimitable 
George Mardikian, uncontestably the continent’s 
most colorful of cooks,” and so on. 

The data about this paragon and his cookery 
cover almost two pages, at a cost of around $50 
a page to the taxpayers. The Congressional 
Record appendix is properly used to present in-

often it is a catch-all for irrelevant matter cal- 
culated to help a candidate or flatter a constitu- 
ent. Why doesn’t one of the new Congressmen 
who takes office next month dedicate himself to 
the useful cause of keeping shish kebab out of 
the Congressional Record? 
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Ambassador Hayes Resigns 

In the two and a half years that Carlton J. H. 
Hayes was American Ambassador to Madrid, the 
chief responsibility of the post was to help in 
making sure that Fascist Spain, an avowed Hit- 
ler ally, did not become an active belligerent on 
the Axis side.. Spain did not go to war, so ad- 
vocates of the Hayes methods will contend that 
the Ambassador was successful. Nevertheless, 
a good many Americans will heave a sigh of 
relief at the news that he has resigned, and that 
Norman Armour, an experienced diplomatic ca- 
reer man, will succeed him. 

There was altogether too much of appease- 
ment in the Hayes technique to suit the average 
anti-Fascist citizen. He was following the State 
Department policy of that time, to be sure, but 
he often enlarged upon it with fulsome praise 
of the Falangist dictator and his Government. 
For Instance, in January, 1943, Hayes issued a 
virtual guarantee of American support for 
Franco when he said: “If the political and 
social institutions of Spain undergo change or 
modification in future years, it will be the work 
of Spaniards within Spain, not of the United 
States or of Spanish emigres.” 

This was at a time when Franco’s armies were 
a potential threat to our forces fighting in North 
Africa. It was only a few weeks after Franco 
had telegraphed Hitler: “May your arms tri- 
umph in the glorious undertaking of freeing 
Europe from the Bolshevik terror.” 

This Hayes speech, and a later one in which 
he praised “the wise direction of the Govern- 
ment” for giving Spain an economic renaissance, 
caused a Spanish Republican leader to say that 
“Franco’s best supporters today are Ambassa- 
dors Hoare and Hayes.” 

Perhaps it is a sign of new Allied policies that 
Sir Samuel Hoare, British Ambassador to Spain, 
is also retiring. At any rate, the favorite ap- 
peasement methods of both men did little if 
anything to cut off Spanish aid to the Germans. 
It was only when economic pressure instead of 
flattery was applied that Franco began protest- 
ing his eternal friendship for the Allies. And, 
of course, by that time the series of Allied vic- 
tories had convinced even Dr. Goebbels that 
Germany was defeated. 
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An Act of Patriotism ° 

The Capt. Belvidere Brooks post of the Amer- 
ican Legion, in New York, has performed a truly 
patriotic act in inviting into its membership 16 
Americans of Japanese descent whose names 
the Legion post at Hood River, Ore., expunged 
from its rolls in a fit of specious patriotism. 
The 16 men involved are under arms, abroad, 
fighting for their country—the United Sta of 
America. They, and other Americans of foreign 
descent with them, will be strengthened by the 
knowledge that their liberties, their rights, their 
citizenship, reside in trustworthy hands here at 
home. 
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A Polish Tragedy 


The news from London and from Lublin the 
last two weeks has not lightened the gloom occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Wladislaw Mikola- 
jezyk as Premier of the Polish Government-in- 
exile. He did not occasion the tragic denoue- 
ment—he had been put in an impossible spot by 
the refusal of his Government to agree to one 
provision of the proposed modus vivendi with the 
Soviet-sponsored Lublin committee. But fixing 
of responsibility does not resolve the impasse. 

The point was the time at which the boundary 
between Russia and Poland would be definitively 
determined; the Lublin group wanted it done in 
the immediate present, the Government-in-exile 
insisted on deferring the delimitation until some 
indefinite date after the war. Mikolajczyk was 
willing to agree to the immediate determination, 
and on this basis both Lublin and Moscow were 
willing to make him Premier of a composite gov- 
ernment. But his associates would not budge 
from their insistence on delay. 

The actual issue was even more precise—the 
“Curzon line.” This was a proposed Eastern 
boundary for the new Polish Republic being set 
up in 1919 by the Paris peace conference, the 
details of which were determined by a group 
of expert ethnographers, economists and polit- 
ical scientists, chiefly American, under the chair- 
manship of Lord Curzon. Isaiah Bowman and 
James T, Shotwell contemporarily attested that 
it was as faithful to racial majorities as the poly- 
glot pattern of the Eastern plain allowed. 

The provincial government at Warsaw, how- 
ever, nurtured delusions of the rebirth of the 
Poland of three centuries before, stretching from 
the Baltic to the Black Sea. The spectacle of a 
revolution-riven Russia made this particularly 
enticing, so the Curzon line?was flouted and 
Polish troops took Kiev, After a struggle in 
which France’s Weygand extricated the battered 
Polish army from Lenin’s legions, Warsaw got 
its over-extended line to the east. The desire 
to recover these spoils undoubtedly animates 
the Government-in-exile in its present dangerous 
intransigeance.

What to Do About Postwar Germany?

Occupation of Reich by American troops after surrender is not an 
academic question, says critic; idea that Nazi bandits tricked the 
“good” Germans is all wrong, he contends; they must learn by bit- 
ter experience that war doesn’t pay, and Allies must teach the lesson.

The question of whether or not Ameri- 
can troops should occupy Germany after 
she surrenders is not merely academic. 


In a recent Fortune poll, 73.2 per cent of 
the American people stated that Germany 
should be occupied for several years after 
that country has surrendered. This is 
America’s answer given while her sons are 
fighting and dying in every part of the 
world, This is one proof that we Ameri- 
cans are determined not to repeat the mis- 
takes we made after World War I, 

But let's not fool ourselves. A man fight- 
ing for his life answers a question differ- 
ently from a man who is flushed with suc- 
cess and power and victory. 

At one minute past armistice hour, the 
propagandists for a “soft” peace will re- 
double their efforts. They will tell us that 
now that the Germans are rid of the Nazis, 
they no longer constitute a threat to world 
peace, that the “good” Germans can take 
care of any housecleaning to be done. 


Not Against Their Will 


Indeed, a great many people in this coun- 
try even now believe there is an essential 
difference between the German people and 
their Nazi leaders. These people say that 
the German people were led into this war 
against their will. ‘These people believe 
that we are just fighting Hitler and his 
gang, and that once they are removed from 
power, the “good” Germans will step for- 
ward to lead their country in the ways of 
peace and righteousness, 

Nothing could be further from the truth. 


Of course there are “good” Germans. But 
when they took over after the last war, 
they were too weak to control the mili- 
tarist elements, who used the Weimar Re- 
public as a cloak to hide their preparations 
for World War II. We should remember 
that the “good” Germans have not won a 
major political decision in their country in 
the last 75 years. 

As for drawing a line of distinction be- 
tween the Germans and the Nazis, let us 
remember this fact: the German people 
have never had a regime more typical of 
their dreams and charatter than that of 
the Nazis. For surely Hitler could not 
have overrun most of Europe, driven to 
the Volga and almost knocked Great Brit- 
ain out of the war, if he had not had the 
whole-hearted, fanatical support of the 
overwhelming majority of the Germans. 


Why We Failed Before 


Nazism is not something foreign or un- 
German “put over” on the German people 
by a bunch of Nazi bandits. Rather, it is 
the climactic expression of German philos- 
ophy which glorifies war, which believes 
without reservation in the idea of the 
“master race” and is dedicated to German 
domination of the world. 

If we are to arrive at any solution of 
the German problem, the Allies must stick 
together to teach Germany that wars do 
not pay, that going off to conquer your 
neighbors is an unprofitable business. If 
that lesson is not properly taught, the Ger- 
mans will start another war in 25 years. 
By the law of averages, they might win 
that one, 

After the last war, we made an attempt 
to disarm Germany, but we did not ac- 
tually demilitarize her, We failed to re- 


move those elements in the German popu- 
lation which will always lead Germany into 
war as long as they are alive, or at least 
as long as they are-in power. These ele- 
ments include the Junkers, most profes- 
sional army men, the heavy industrialists 
and the Pan-German intellectuals. In the 
period following this war, the Allies will 
have to find a way to weaken the grip of 
these people on German life. 


War Criminals Unpunished 


After the last war, the Allies finally 
agreed to allow the Germans to punish 
their own war criminals. Out of a list 
which we pared down to 896 Germans, it 
is worth remembering that none of the 
chief culprits were ever brought to court; 
of the few unimportant people put on trial, 
dnly a handful ever served out their ridic- 
ulously light sentences. This time we will 
not leave this important detail to the Ger- 
mans. The punishment of the Nazi war 
criminals is important not only for the 
sake of justice, but also because there are 
few things that will more impress the Ger- 
mans and knock the fight out of them than 
the punishment of the leaders they followed 
so blindly. 

And so we see that the question “Shall 
we occupy Germany?” ig in reality part of 
the much larger question of what to do 
with Germany after this war. Upon its an- 
swer depends whether we are to have 
peace, say, for the rest of the century. 


Before American and English boys were 
fighting in France and Germany, before 
the mighty Russian armies were rolling to- 
ward East Prussia, Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin met at Teheran. You will re- 
member that in the declaration issued at 
the close of that great conference there is 
a sentence which says: “We express our 
determination that our nations shall work 
together in war and in the peace that will 
follow.” 


Peace Too Must Be Won 


Let us hope that in the glorious hour of 
victory, we will see that this country will 
have to participate in the problems created 
by the German defeat. Let us hope that 
we Americans realize that the peace as 
well as the war will have to be won by 
the United Nations. 


All these things which seem so obvious 
now, may not seem so obvious after the 
last gun and cannon is fired, after the last 
bomber returns from its last mission. 


For then the American air will be loud 
with voices shouting for the boys to come 
home. And the paid propagandists, whose 
job it will be to salvage what is left of a 
defeated Germany, will be aided by short- 
sighted politicians trying to snare votes. 

If we listen to these voiceg that tell us 
that we should pack up and go home the 
minute the war is won, and we are a home- 
loving people—and it will be a tremendous 
temptation to listen—then we may, despite 
good intentions to contrary, make the same 
mistakes we made in 1918-1919.

Book on ‘Truth About Poland 
Barely Mentions Plain People 


“Life and Culture of Poland,” by Waciaw Lednikt. 

(Roy Publishers, New York.) 

The author modestly avers that this Is 
“the true story of Poland.” As a matter 
of fact, it is a series ge gee ves delivered 
at Lowell Institute in Boston, largely about 
literature, and apparently whacked together 
to meet the immediate demand for infor- 
mation about Poland. Prof. Ledniki is an 
authority on Russian and Polish literature, 
has taught at many European universities 
and writes beautiful English. 

It’s a fine book for a moment when you 
can sit down without a care in the world 
to enjoy a work of art. Unfortunately, this 
is a moment for action. We want to know 
whom to support, and how to support who- 
ever is leading the movement for democ- 
racy in Poland. 

To get profiles of Polish pianists, mys- 
tics, soldiers of fortune, hysterics, and so 
forth, helps us not at all. For those babies, 
living and dead, cannot build and defend 
a going economy and body politic. The 
book produces weeps. But enough tears 
have already been shed by friends of Po- 
land to float the Polish navy. 


« s . 


From this book, we learn that only one 
class really counted in Poland—the szlach- 
ta, or gentry, who owned the land. The 
other inhabitants, about 10 times as numer- 
ous, and not exactly people, were consist- 
ently kept ignorant and under. The nobles 
had a strong affection for the peasants. 
God had made the peasants strong in the 
back and weak in the head, so they had 
to have landlords to own the land and col- 
lect 60 per cent of the produce in rent. The 
grand ideal of the szlachta was-to freeze 
the country in this idyllic system. 

There were also bourgeoise, the city 
dwellers, the business men. In Poland they 
were never able to put the kibosh on the 
landed gentry, as in England, so Poland, 
once an immense country, far more power- 
ful than the England of the time, remained 
in a state of arrested development. 

The way Russians, Germans, Austrians, 
French and British, in fact, everybody, 
treated Poland is, of course, a dirty shame, 
Poland always had plenty of “fifth colum- 
nists.” Whenever there was a military de- 
feat, the top people beat it elsewhere. The 
folks who did not have the bus fare had 
to stay. We learn little about the latter. 
The annals of the poor are very short and 
very simple. 

+ * . 

The main part of the book ig devoted to 
the Polish poets. After you get through 
reading about them, you are almost willing 
to forgive everybody everything they did 
to Poland. These poets actually went to 
the conquering countries (Russia, for in- 
stance) and mooched their livings. 

About the great masses of Poland, the 
author apparently knows little. He is no 
Whitman, Emerson, Thoreau, Hawthorne, 
Jack London, Sinclair. He has always cir- 
culated among the uppah clawses. 

Fortunately, we Americans do not need 
to go to Poland to learn about Poles. We 
have a few million of ’em right here, and 
darn fine citizens they are, too. Had they 
stayed in Poland, they would still be pull- 
ing their forelocks to any whipper-snapper 
“gentleman” and turning out to give him 
the road.

I would like 
to state those conditions and sug-

- policies toward Europe. 


Demand for Change. 


A minority seizure of power is 
most likely where there are weak 
and unpopular governments. A 
government is weak if it depends 
for its support on servility to a 
foreign power, for then the pa- 
triotic feelings of the population, 
both right and left, revolt from it. 


A government is unpopular if 
it is unwilling to recognize there 
has arisen in Europe a vast de- 
mand for change, and a complete 
distrust of the old personalities, 
dynasties, and organizéd interests 
which have already demonstrated 
their failure to protect the nation. 


A popular government must be 
strong enough to maintain the in- 
terests and the independence of 
the nation, even in the face of 
Allied demands, in so far as these 
go beyond military necessities. It 
must put out of office everyone 
connected with previous defeat, 
failure, treason and servility to 
the Nazis, and put new and un- 
corrupted people in. It must 
recognize the popular demand for 
social reform — in agricultural 
countries a thorough-going land 
reform; in industrial countries 
popular control, in one form or 
another, over the basic industries. 

If an armed minority anywhere 
is able to get control, it will be 
because it advances these princi- 
ples, not because it advocates 
bolshevism. If strong non-Com- 
munist governments accept these 
principles, they will absorb the 
more radical opposition at least 
for the time being, and if, in the 
future coups d'etat are attempted 
they will exclude themselves from 
the main trends of the nation. 

But what kind of governments 
have we fostered?

SECURITIES SELLERS 
VICTIMS OF FRAUDS 
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| business as far as possible. 
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SEC Counsel Tells State Com- 
missioners Such Cases 
Are Increasing. 


A marked increase in cases of 
fraud against the seller of securi- 
ties has been brought to the at- 
tention of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission recently, Ed- 
ward H. Cashion, SEC counsel, 
said at the concluding sessions of 
the National Association of Securi- 
ties Commissioners at Hotel Stat- 
ler yesterday. 

Cashion gave several examples 
of the type of fraud practiced on 
the seller of securities. One was 
the case of the director of a cor- 


poration who knew, by virtue of |] 
his position, of the contemplated }j 


sale on advantageous terms of a 
large portion of the assets of the 
company. He purchased a consid- 
erable number of shares of the 
firm: from public stockholders 
without disclosing the fact of the 
sale or his own identity as pur- 
chaser of the shares. The SEC 
held that this was a fraudulent 
withholding of materials facts by 
the director and ordered a rescis- 
sion of his purchases. It also held 
that any broker-dealer who en- 
gaged in such trarmsactions with 
knowledge of the omitted facts 
was also guilty of fraud. 

A more common instance cited 
by Cashion was that of an issuer 
of bonds or preferred stock on 
which arrearages of interest or 
dividends have accumulated. The 


issuer circularizes the holders of | 


such securities soliciting tenders 
at a stated maximum price. Ac- 
companying the tenders are earn- 
statements purporting to 
show the approximate value of 
the bonds or stock. In many in- 
stances, the issuer fails to advise 
the holder that the actual over- 
the-counter market value of the 
securities is higher than the ac- 


i ceptable figure.

Formation of the advisory coun- 
cil composed of Ford Frick, Na-

Neither St. Louis club made any 
kind of a deal. Breadon stated 
flatiy that he is very much satis- 
fied with his world champions and 
only hopes to keep what he has. 


Browns Made Offer. 


The Browns made an offer of 
two players to Cleveland for two 
players, unnamed, but it was con- 
sidered that right-handed Pitchers 
Jim: Bagby and Bob Muncrief, an- 
other right hander, were the cen- 
tral figures. 

Nothing was done about it up to 
the time the gatherings broke up 
and Barnes said he doubted that 
anything would come of it.

Many thought it had been aimed

Too Costly to Transfer. 

It provided for the payment by 
the major league club transferring 
of damages not only to the minor 
leagwe club dispossessed but to all 
other clubs in the league. Its pro- 
visions were such as to make it 
impossible, virtually, for a major 
league team to be transferred to 
a city where there was. a minor 
league organization. 

Still the Browns have no 
thought, at this time at least, of 
making any change. 

Another minor league proposal 
turned down was a hike in the 
draft price of players from $7500 
to $10,000. The majors declared 
that the increase might endanger 
the progress of a player and thus 
turned it down. 


In order to provide for men re- 
turning from the services, it was 
voted to increase the active player 
list from 25 to 30, the reserve list 
from 40 to 48 and the optional 
player limit from 15 to 20. Players 
added to club rosters under these 
provisions must be national de- 
fense service men, except those on 
the optional] list. 


New Ruling on Bonus Clause. 

Another move, probably inspired 
by the experience of the Browns 
recently, was a new rule relating 
to the trading of a player who has 
a bonus clause in his contract. 
It is now provided that when a 
player has such a clause in 
his contract, the club signing him 
originally must settle the bonus 
agreement with him at the time 
of the transfer. 

In recent years the Browns 
have obtained players under these 
conditions and they had to make 
the settlement in order to satisfy 
the men. 

A quarrel of last summer be- 
tween the Yankees and the Ath- 
letics resulted in an order that no 
football games may be played in 
baseball parks until the last regu- 
larly scheduled baseball contest in 
that park is completed. 2 

The Athletics postponed a game 
with the Yankees in Shibe Park 
toward the end of last season and 
later it was transferred to New 
York. Ed Barrow, Yankee presi- 
dent, at that time expressed great 
dissatisfaction with the move and 
he, no doubt, urged the new rule. 

$20,000 For Legion Ball. 

While the American Legion was 
voted $20,000 for the promotion of 
amateur baseball, a proposition to 
give $5000 for the game in high 
schools was turned down. That 
automatically knocked out a 
minor league donation of $50000 


for this purpose as the minors had | 


voted that much for the purpose if 
the majors would do likewise. 

In conversations with baseball 
men it seemed to be their opinion 
that they did not believe the new 
commissioner should be a recog- 
nized politician regardless of his 
stature, although they indicated 
that a man with legal training 
seemed to be required. 

Bennett Champ Clark, recently 
defeated for the United States Sen-

PATHS FOR TROOPS 
WD-DAY ATTAC 


Navy Tells of Role Played 
by Converted Landing 
Craft—Weapon in Use 
in 2 Oceans. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP).— 
Rocket ships, heretofore one of 
the most secret of naval weapons, 
played a large part in the shatter- 
ing of German defenses along the 
European beaches, | 

This was disclosed today in a 
Navy report of the use of rockets 
in the Atlantic and Pacific. It 
followed an announcement that the 
undisclosed production of rockets 
will be increased nearly 300 per 
cent immediately. 

November output of rockets was 
262 per cent above the June fig- 
ure, a WPB spokesman said, de- 
scribing this as “the example of 
examples” of ever-changing de- 
mands. 

Large landing ships, designed 
originally to carry tanks to enemy 
beaches, were converted secretly 
last winter into rocket-firing craft, 
the Navy disclosed. Moving ahead 
of the first waves of landing craft, 
they worked with battleships, 
cruisers and destroyers in the bom- 
bardment which preceded landinys. | 

“Standing offshore and _ with 
great naval shells howling over- 
head,” the Navy reported, “the 
rocket craft blazed away time aft- 
er time, leaving sections of the 
defenses a dancing floor of fire. 
Their action was one of the most) 
amazing sights of the invasion. 
First, many streaks of flames 
spurted from the flat, hollow shell 
of the craft, then, seconds later, 
the carpet of bursts crashed on a 
hillside or a section of beach, The 
roar from the explosion was many 
times more violent than that of; 
heavy battleship gunfire.” ; 

Each rocket sfip, the Navy re-| 
port added, carries an aggregate 
fire power two and one-half times 
that of a New Jersey class 
(45,000-ton) battleship. 

The Office of War Information 
reported recently that the Navy 
soon will be spending 100 million 
dollars monthly on rocket ammu-! 
nition. 

Each rocket craft carries hun-' 
dreds of missiles. Fired electrical- 
ly, the rockets speed toward the 
beaches in overlapping salvos, and 
“eliminate virtually all secondary 
fortifications including mines, wire, 
machine-gun nests, shallow pill 
boxes and will temporarily stun 
men in larger fortifications,” the 
Navy said.

HEN you combine the color

In 
making this salad it is important 
that the carrot mixture be heated 
just enough and no more. The 
cook must hold on to that skillet 
handle, and as soon as the carrot 
is just heated through it is ready 
to turn onto the bed of crisp cress 
and served at once. 


Hot Carrot and Watercress Salad. 


Two strips bacon, one teaspoon 
horseradish, one-fourth cup 
French dressing, one bunch water- 
cress, five medium carrots, grated. 
Cut bacon into cubes and panfry 
slowly until done, Mix horseradish 
with your favorite French dress- 
ing and pour over cooked bacon. 
Heat gently. Chop half of cress 
and arrange the remainder in 
salad bowl. Mix chopped cress 
with grated carrot, and just be- 
fore serving add to bacon-French 
dressing mixture in skillet. Heat 
for no more than two minutes, 
place in bed of crisp cress and 
serve at once, Serves four.

Beat two eggs 
and stir in one cup canned or 
fresh-cooked pumpkin, two-thirds 
cup dark corn syrup, and one-half 
teaspoon salt. Add one tablespoon 
butter, two tablespoons sugar and 
one-half teaspoon ginger, one-half 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-fourth tea- 
spoon nutmeg to one cup evapo- 
rated milk, scalded, stirring until 
butter is melted and spices thor- 
oughly mixed, Stir into pumpkin 
mixture and pour into custard 
cups. Bake in a shallow pan of 
hot water in a moderate slow 
oven, 325 degrees F. for 45 to 650 
minutes or until set. Serve warm 
or chilled. Four to five servings. 
This same recipe may be used for 
a pie filling.

LIMATE and weather and 
C and their effects on man’s 

happiness and health are sub- 
jects which have been studied 
since the days of Hippocrates, the 
Father of Medicine, who devoted 
one part of his writings to “Of 
Seasons and Places.” But only of 


late is it beginning to be studied 
with careful scientific methods. 


Climate and weather have some- 
what different connotations. A 
tropical climate brings continuous 
health hazards. But weather, 
which means, of course, variations 
in barometric pressure, humidity 
heat and cold affects the body by 
mere physical changes. ~ 


Everyone knows, or has heard, 
of the fellow with rheumatism or 
a bullet in his leg who can predict 
the approaching storm. There 
have been scoffers at such abili- 
ties, but there is no reason © to 
doubt them, and many theoretical 
reasons to explain why they 
should be true. Barometric pres- 
sure and temperatyre changes in 
the atmosphere both affect blood 
pressure and circulatory adjust- 
ments of mass distribution of 
blood. Why should not the more 
rapid circulation of the blood 
which is required by the onset of 
cold weather cause a particular 
spot of scar tissue to become con- 
gested and throb? 
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DR. WILLIAM F. PETERSON, 
of Chicago, has taken the trouble 
to look up the weather records 
and make some valuable correla- 
tions in some famous cases. The 
effect of extra exertion on attacks 
of angina pectoris is well known, 
but many instances are on record 
where extra exertion, or indeed 
exertion of any kind did not pre- 
cede an attack. 


The first patient in whom it was 
definitely proved that a clot in the 
blood vessels of the heart caused 
pain in the heart region was that 
recorded by Dr. James B. Herrick, 
of Chicago. The patient was a 
man 55 years old who had his at- 
tack at midnight on January 10, 
1910 after no more effort than is 
involved in eating a late supper. 
Now Dr. Peterson has looked up 
the weather reports for that 
period and finds that there was a 
sharp change in the weather on 
the very day of the attack, 


Another definite and famous 
case on record is that of President 
Calvin Coolidge. He died sudden- 
ly on January 5, 1933. He had 
been in good health complaining 
of only a little acid indigestion for 
a few days. The temperature rec- 
ord of the region shows the same 
curve as that which obtained in 
Dr. Herrick’s classic case—first a 
severe cold wave that sent tem- 
peratures down 60 degrees in one 
day and then an equally sudden 
rise; at the crest of the high 
temperature President Coolidge’s 
fatal heart attack occurred,

“OF ALL THE POWERS,” 
wrote Hippocrates, “none holds less 
sway in the body than heat and 
cold.” The human organism holds 
most tenaciously to its heat bal- 
ance. But in so doing it must 
rely mainly on the circulatory 
system to drive the temperature- 
regulating blood evenly over the 
body surface and internal organs. 
This certainly puts as much of a 
strain on the heart muscle as ex- 
ertion, against which we are so 
regularly warned by the students 
of heart conditions. 


The variations in feeling vf 
well-being that people with chronic 
high or low blood pressure feel 
may well be related to weather 
changes. It will take a long range 
period of study by those who are 
willing to become experimental 
animals and record their symp- 
toms daily as well as the tempera- 
ture and barometric pressure be- 
fore we can even begin to plan re- 
search which may lead us to the 
reasons—physiological and chem- 
ical—for these changes.

The Health He's Star Performer on Radio Luxemburg, a Potent Weapon Against Germany

This is the first of two articles on 
the amazing success being scored by 
Radio Luxemburg and its star perform- 
er, Tom Jones, the Yank from Green 


Bay, Wis. 
LUXEMBURG. 

HE most popular GI in all of 
T Luxemburg today is Tom 

Jones, the Yank from Green 
Bay, Wis. The newspapers write 
editorials about him, the kids in 
the street whistle his song, the 
caissons go rolling along, and 
girls write him mash notes. The 
other day there was even a crowd 
of autograph hunters hanging 
around the guarded gates of radio 
Luxemburg, trying to get the M. 
P.’s to point out Tom, whose ac- 
tual identity is a mystery. 

If Tom is as popular inside Ger- 
many as he is among the German- 
speaking people in Luxemburg, in 
Belgium, and along the French 
border, then Tom is the most po- 
tent individual weapon developed 
by the psychological warriors of 
the Twelfth Army Group, whose 
radio and leaflet work has long 
ago proved its value on the battle- 
front. And there are signs that 
Tom Jones has an ever-widening 
audience in Germany itself. New- 
ly-taken prisoners know of him. 
And in Germany, ‘more and more 
threats and exhortations are is- 
sued on the subject of listening to 
Allied radio programs. 

Tom is a comparative newcomer 
to the radio battlegrounds. He 
was drafted into his new assign- 
ment only a few weeks ago, when 
the master minds of radio Luxem- 
berg hit on the idea of having a 
GI talk plain GI sense to the 
jerries. He talks German with 
a solid Wisconsin accent, explain- 
ing that he picked up the lan- 
guage around Green Bay, where 
there are a great many Americans 
of German extraction. He talks 
informally, about all manner of 
things—about what he sees in the 
papers, about the football season 
at home, about Gen. Eisenhower's 
visits to the troops, about our elec- 
tions, about the PX rations, But 
there is always something of spe- 
cial interets to t Germans, in 
his easy, straightforward remarks.

H his kid brother Harry, about a 

ride at night, in Uncle Will’s 
car, past all the factories all lit up 
and working full tilt on war ma- 
terials. And no planes overhead 
to interfere with production. He 
may talk about Sunday football 
at home, and how folks have timé 
to go to the game because they 
aren’t obliged to attend Hitler 
youth meetings and compulsory 
party functions after work. Know- 
ing that German soldiers have re- 
cently shown signs of being fed 
up with the regulations against 
expressing themselves freely, Tom 
may explain the _ traditional GI 
privilege of grousing and griping.

He may explain further how we sturm, only two kinds of furlough 


could hold an_ election in the 
midst of the war with a candi- 
date openly criticizing our war 
leader. He may talk about all the 
mail he is getting lately, knowing 
that German soldier mail is 
scandalously irregular. He will 
describe his PX rations of choco- 
lates, chewing gum, cookies, cig- 
arettes, etc., all free, knowing that 
the German soldier gets nothing 
of the sort, and that there have 
lately been cases where German 
officers were caught appropriating 
packages sent to their men from 
home, to the point where General 
Keitel issued a scalding order on 
the subject, 


Tom may talk about the free 
and easy relations between our 
men and their officers, mentioning 
the fact that they receive the 
same rations. He may relate a 
remark madg by a German pris- 
oner: “I saw the damnedest thing 
today! The soldiers started to 
clean up the _ barracks, and a 
master sergeant grabbed a broom 
and began to sweep the room!” 
That a master sergeant should 
be so completely on the level with 
his men would, of course, be as- 
tounding to the Jerries. 


At the end of each broadcast, 
Tom tells a joke. They are the 
sort of jokes that get passed on, 
from mouth to mouth, for they are 
usually timely. When the Volks- 
sturm came inte being—Hitler’s 
home guard of boys and old men, 
Tom remarked “in the Volks- 


are permitted, One for confirma- 
tion, and the other for golden 
weddings.” Or, there is the one 
about a General inspecting a 
Volkssturm unit. He sees an old 
gaffer in the ranks and says, 
“Well, my man, were you in the 
last war, too?” “No,” says the 
Volkssturmer, “I was too old.”

Tom quips: “There has been 
ersatz gasoline and now there is at 
last even an ersatz Fuehrer. For 
Giitler there is Himmler.” 

Tom’s popularity is due to his 
homey, unprofessional delivery; he 
is not an actor. One of his pas- 
sionate admirers writes, “Your 
lovable ways and your American 
humor sweeten for me the lonely 
hours of my _ existence.” The 
Luxemburger Wort, in describing a 
typical day with a Luxemburg 
family, writes: “Finally in the 
evening a last cherished visit: Tom 
Jones of Green Bay, Wisconsin, 
who visits every Luxemburg 
family over the ether waves and 
delights his tens of thousands of 
listeners with his original column, 
‘The Yankee Speaks,’ and with his 
newest jokes... . 

That Tom Jones, and other radio 
Luxemburg programs, are increas- 
ingly listened to, in the Reich, is 
evidenced by a recent leaflet dis- 
tributed by the Germans to their 
own troops and civilians: “The

of of Melanesia, came. to tea 

with us on Monday afternoon. 
He certainly has gained a great 
understanding of this country 
from his daily contacts with the 
American Navy in the Pacific. 
They urged him to travel in 
leisurely fashion across the Unit- 
ed States and talk to as many 
groups as possible, telling of the 
life of our boys in that area, He 
has done that, and I think he 
must have given valuable infor- 
mation to many mothers, wives 
and sweethearts. 

In the evening I had a second 
party for the MP’s and men from 
the Walter Reed and Naval hos- 
pitals. : 

Yesterday morning I had the 
pleasure of talking for some time 
with Miss Katharine Lenroot and 
Dr. Martha Eliot of the children’s 
bureau, who are concerned, as 
many of us are, with future plans 
for the health of the nation. We 
have learned through selective 
service that many of our boys and 
girls do not get proper medical 
care. This results in neglecting 
many conditions which might 
easily be corrected in childhood. 
Many children in school are con- 
sidered stupid, when all they need 
is a little medical attention to dis- 
cover some physical defect which 
may perhaps be remedied, making 
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3900 Laclede 2720 Cherokee 
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their school years far more prof- 
itable. 


This would pay us dividends 
when the young people reach their 
working years. Some of our hard- 
headed business men are discover- 
ing that it pays to give their em- 
ployees medical care while they 
are employed, as it cuts down ab- 
senteeism and increases produc- 
tion. I think it will be easy to 
prove some day that a comprehen- 
sive medical service plan will pay 
us dividends as a nation. 


The day was such a stormy one 
yesterday that only a very small 
group came from the Naval Hos- 
pital in the afternoon to see the 
White House.

This exhortation was music to 
the staff of radio Luxemburg, for 
it proved that countless Germans 
were listening to Allied radio pro- 
grams, and they were people in the 
tactical regions radio Luxemburg 
had been aiming at — the people 
who might soon have to evacuate. 

Mostly, ‘they would have to be 
listening to this station, for this 
is the one Allied station obtainable 
on all German radios, even on the 
Volks model put out by the Ger- 
man Government, 


w °° 
HAT !s why radio Luxemburg 
was sO great a prize. Though 
the bands on which BBC and 
other Allied radio stations broadcast 
to Germany had been omitted from 
the Volks gets, the Luxemburg 
bands were included, since radio 


Luxemburg was at that time con- 
trolled by Germany. It is the sec- 
ond most powerful station in 
Europe, being surpassed only by 
the Deutschlandsender. The pos+ 
session of this station is, as our 
psychological warriers put it, “a 
golden opportunity.” They did not 
come upon this opportunity by 
accident, 


The psychological warfare de- 
tachment of the Twelfth Army 
group, under the command of Col. 
C. R. Powell, of Mount Holly, N. J., 
had made extensive plans for the 
capture of radio Luxemburg, in- 
tact. As the Third Army ap- 
proached the Grand Duchy of 
Luxemburg, Colonel Powell con- 
tacted the Fifth Armored Division, 
and secured a special task force, 
including tanks and mobile guns, 
which was to capture the giant 
transmitter, and the radio station 
itself. An American technical ex- 
pert, Maurice Pierce, and a 
French expert, Jacques Arouet, 
headed the psychological warfare 
= which accompanied the task 
orce, 


They reached the station just in 
time. The Germans had piled 
dynamite everywhére, but simply 
had not been given time to blow 
up the place. As Colonel Powell 
says, “I was hauling dynamite out 
of my office for a week after- 
wards.” 


Within four days, Col. Powell's 
boys were on the air with four 
shows a day. The psychological 
blitz was under the guidance of 
Maj. Patrick Dolan, of Westport, 
Conn. Chief of the station for the 
Twelfth Army group awas Robert 
Colwell, a civilian attached to the 
Army. The shows were written,
